Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on June 26, 2006 has been entered. No claim has 
been amended, cancelled, or added. Claims 1-25 are still pending in this application, 
with claims 1, 8, 14 and 20 being independent. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

CLAIM 21 : The decorative lighting apparatus of claim OA 20, 
wherein the at least ten color schemes further include at least two color 
schemes selected from the group consisting of: Easter, Mardi Gras, and 
Cinco De Mayo.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant claims a decorative illumination apparatus having a light strand 
including a plurality of addressable color-controllable red-green-blue LED nodes, a 
control circuit and a decorating selector providing a plurality of user-selectable color 
control switches, such decorating selector being for illuminating the addressable LED 
with a selectable color scheme by identifying color data associated with the color control 
switches which have being set, and sending the color data over one of more data lines 
to the LED nodes with address data. 

KRAMER (U.S. Pat. 3,789,211) discloses a multi-channel light strand having a 
plurality of illumination nodes, each node having a red, a green and a blue light source; 
the light strand producing random a dynamic color light display. However, the cited 
reference fail to individually disclose, or suggest when combined, a addressable color- 
controllable red-green-blue LED nodes and a control circuit arrangement for illuminating 
the addressable LED with a selectable color scheme by identifying color data 
associated with color control switches of a decorating selector which have being set, 
and sending the color data over one of more data lines to the LED nodes with address 
data. 

No prior art was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of 
the features of the applicants' invention, specifically the claimed addressable color- 
controllable red-green-blue LED nodes and a control circuit arrangement for illuminating 
the addressable LED with a selectable color scheme by identifying color data 
associated with color control switches of a decorating selector which have being set, 
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and sending the color data over one of more data lines to the LED nodes with address 
data.
